it was deduced that one of the 


two valves shutting off the main 
was faulty. Workmen excavated on 
the north end of the bridge and, 
sura enough, found that the shut- 
off was not functioning. To get a 
new valve in place without shutting 
off water service to Dixon's North 
Side posed a problem. 
* THE COMPANY solved it by em- 
. ploying a crew of workmen and a 
"gadget" from Rock Island. This 
"gadget," an ingenious bit of ma- 
chinery, was clamped over the 
pipe in a section between the,faulty 
Valve and .the river. A section of 


- pipe was removed, a_ new valve 
. inserted, and the entire operation 


completed with the loss of about a 
barrel of water, Mr. Coe told us.

ANOTHER 10-INCH main Is 


% suspended on the Galena avenue 


bridge. Both of the 10-inch con- 
duits are* In constant service, dis- 
closing the necessity for the 1885 
main to be kept in readiness for 
any emergency. Destruction of 
the Galena avenue bridge by 
bombs or floods would bring the 
old-timer into use, Mr. Coe as- 
sured us. 


_ THIS MORNING, as a means of 
{ftesting two of the mains, an air 


compressor forced air into the 1885 
main and the Hennepin avenue 
pipe. Both proved to be sound as 
a dollar. Mr. Coe said, with the 
exception of that joint leak in "Old 
Timer." The water company will 
get after that when the water re- 
cedes.

While we were at it, we asked 


Mr. Coe, who is somewhat of an 


•.^J "old timer" in the water business 


himself, what were the prospects 
for Dixon's wells drying up. The 
water level, as you may know, has 
been dropping steadily throughout 
Northern Illinois. 


Mr. Coe said that in his 35 


years with the Dixon Water Co., 
the level has fallen an average of 
a foot a year. Which means that 
the utility must constantly ex- 


ff pand Ha equipment to probe 


deeper and deeper for the city 
supply.

Right now, Mr. Coe said, there 


was no immediate prospect'of a 
water shortage here. Just in case, 
though, the company has pur- 
chased some river front property 
and will get its supply from the 
river in the event (hat the wells go 


^dry. He cautioned, however, that 
Pthere is no emergency, that the 


company is looking far into the 
future. 


He did envision the day when 


water would be rationed, that,,say 
in the case of air conditioners, 
some provisions must be made to 
re-use water that is now trickling 
into the sewers. 


That prospect left us a bit

tee has been fired for allegedly helping negotiate a nine-million-dollar 
government contract while working for the committee. 


Democratic Chairman Stephen 


A. Mitchell identified him Wednes- 
day night as Col. Lawrence West- 
brook, a research and development 
engineer who since Jan. 5 has 
served as liaison man between the 
committee and members of con- 
gress. 


Aids In Campaign 


Westbrook 
had • been helping 


House Speaker Sam Rayburn in 
the Democratic presidential cam- 
paign in Texas. He said by tele- 
phone from Dallas there was "noth- 
ing wrong" with the contract or his 
negotiations. 


In New York, the Herald-Tribune 


said Westbrook and two other men 
stood to share a $450.000 commis- 
sion. 


Jess Larson, who signed the con- 


tract for the government In his ca- 
pacity as head of the defense ma- 
terials procurement agency, said 
today Westbrook signed the nine- 
million-dollar deal for tungsten be- 
tween a Portuguese company and 
his agency. 


The contract. In effect since Sept. 


11. was canceled by the govern- 
ment Monday for the announced 
reason that the company had vio- 
lated terms by going Into the open 
market for tungsten to sell the U. 
8. instead of keeping its pledge to 


supply the metal from mines it 
claimed to control. 


Mitchell Explains 


Mitchell said Westbrook explained 


he had opened negotiations before 
he was employed by the committee 
and thought terms of the govern- 
ment contract had been settled be- 
fore he began his new work. 


But Westbrook was dismissed, 


Mitchell said, because "I do not 
think any exception can be made to 
the policy that an employe of the 
committee must not engage in trusl 
ness with the government." 


The Herald-tribune in a copy- 


righted story said two other men 
were involved besides Westbrook: 
Heinz Pulverman of Rye. N. Y., 
described only as Westbrook's as- 
sociate, and Thurman Hill, an un- 
successful candidate for U. S. sen- 
ator from Kansas in 1?44 and for- 
merly chief counsel of U. S. treas- 
ury procurement. Hill now lives In 
Washington. 


The Tribune went on. saying: 
Westbrook and Pulverman had an 


agreement .to split the 5 per cent, 
but they were to pay 10 per cent 
of their total to Hill, who attested 
the contract. This would h»ve given 
Hill $45.000, and Westbrook and 
Pulverman an equal share of the

Says Korean

Van Fleet's letter was written to 
Maj. Gen. Orlando C. Mt&ftr m 
•Washington and was released to 
Eisenhower by Mrs.' Van Fleet" 
who-got a copy from her husband. 


The letter reported that Van 


Fleet had received "very little en 
couragement, 'and never an ap- 
proval" for his own efforts to 
train new South Korean divisions. 


Describing his? efforts to Tmild 


up the South Korean army, Van 
Fleet wrote: 


"You know that I have felt all 


the time that we should be prpe- 
paring strenuously all during the 
last year for what may eventually 
be required, and that my plans in- 
cluding doubling the size of the 
ROK Army—20 divisions instead 
of 10."

Van Fleet wrote that he had said 


he would Delease two American 
divisions if he could have six more 
South Korean divisions. 


"Or give me four,, aind I would 


release one U. S. division. It fin- 
ally got down to a two-division in- 
crease, but still no approval to this 
date," he added. 
.Eisenhower did not comment on 
the letter other than to recall Van 
Fleet's record in training Greek 
troops in their war, five years 
ago, against the Communists.

advanced the belief that American 
troops ultimately could be shifted 
to reserve duty, with South Ko- 
reans 'manning the main battle 
lines against the Reds.

NFWSPAPFKflRCHIVE 
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Group Built Poor Case Against 
News Coverage of Campaign 


Every four years the question arises whether American 


newspapers give their readers balanced coverage of the presi- 
dential campaign. This year, as before, they are charged with 
favoring the Republicans in their news columns. 


Recently a group of 96 U. S. authors accused the Ameri- 


can press of offering a distorted picture of the Etsenhower- 
Stevenson battle to their readers. They based the charge on 
study of 26 papers in six states. 


Be it'noted here that the authors are not saving these 


papers simply' prefer Eisenhower editorially. They assert 
that various journalistic-tricks are used to play him up on 
the news pages, and play Stevenson down. 
Fortunately, in this argument we need not rely on mere 


guesswork to challenge the authors. For the Associated 
Press has made its own study of 115 U. S. papers and con- 
cludes that the Democrats, not the Republicans, enjoy a pro- 
nounced advantage in volume and display of news coverage 
in this campaign. 


The AP's box score showed that 47 per cent of the papery 


surveyed gave the Democrats dominant coverage, 32 per 
cent gave Ike and Stevenson an equal break and just 21 per 
cent actually favored Eisenhower in news treatment. 


A majority of these papers explicitly prefer Ike for presi- 


dent, yet the evidence indicates they are leaning over oack- 
wards to provide fair coverage of the n«Vs. 


Some criticis may contend that only President Truman's 


entry-into the 1952 -fray has balanced accounts in many 
cases^ or tipped the scales for the Democrats. A few even 
suggest that pro-Eisenhower editors have deliberately played 
up Mr. Truman's flaying attacks on Ike in hope of discredit- 
ing the Democratic cause. • 


To the latter charge, the question may be countered: 


"What would be said if the president's assaults were muffled 
by the press?"

The 96 authors have built themselves a poor case. Very 


possibly what they understand as balanced coverage would 
really be treatment slanted to favor the man of their own 
choice.

Plastic Film 


. ' 
By June Pilgrim 


There are some precautions to 


take when sewing with plastic film. 
These suggestions come from 
manufacturer of Vlnylite plastic. 


To take any wrinkles out of plas- 


tic hang it 'over an open door or a 
shower rod. In a short time wrin 
kles disappear; never press plas- 
tic. Be careful not to stretch plas- 
tic whe* handling it. 


If it tends to slide on the cut- 


ting table, weight it down on the 
corneis. 
Do not pin 
pattern 


pieces to plastic. Pieces cut on a 
fold or straight edge, can be held 
with paper clips. Pieces away from 
edge can be held down with bits 
of scotch tape. 


Construction marks, .as darts 


can be made with a soft pencil 
chalk or dressmaker's carbon 
With this latter material use th 
back edge of a table knife for trac 
ing. ,A damp cloth will remove 
marks after they have served their 
purpose.

They Vary Their Menu 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN.

When Americans "eat out." their 
menu is likely to be significantly 
different from what they eat at 
home. Especially is this true when 
they "put on the dog." 


A University of Illinois econo- 


mist. Lester C. Sartorius, esti- 
mates that in 1948 about 16 per 
cent'of the total civilian food sup- 
ply was eaten in restaurants, ho- 
tels, and other large-scale "feed- 
ing establishments." The preferen- 
ces of the "diner-out" sre there- 
fore important to the production 
and distribution of food. 
•Results of the study, just publish- 


ed joinily by the U. S. Bureau ol 
Agricultural Economics and the 
Division of Agricultural Econom- 
ics of the University of Minnesota, 
show: 


In the high-priced places people 


eat more meat, fish, and poultry 
than at home. Bigger portions, too. 
At the hamburger stands, the pro- 
portion of these foods correspond 
more closely to the home menu. 


They eat more fried food, espe- 


cially potatoes. But they eat more 
potatoes in restaurants anyway. 
This may be on account of moth- 
er's diet—or because mother does- 
n't favor deep-fat frying. At any 
rate, restaurants use more fats and 
oils. , 


• They drink less milk and more 
coffee and tea, presumably be- 
cause the children eat out less 
often. 


Eggs appear to be regarded 


principally as m breakfast item. 
Restaurants not serving breakfast, 
serve few eggs. 


Fruit is popular—especially in 


pie. Likewise, the average person 
dips into the sugar bowl at about 
the same rate in the restaurant as 
he does at home.

The Epistles of St. Paul and oth- 


er New Testament writers were 
real letters. There were, natural- 
ly, no chapter and verse numbers 
!n them. The division of the New 
Testament books into chapters first 
appeared in the Latin Vulgate in 
the twelfth century, and verse 
numbers were not added until 1551. 


That year Robert Estienne, a 


French printer, was completing 
his fourth edition of a Greek New 
Testament, and preparing a con- 
cordance to go with it. He broke 
up the text into verses in order 
to secure more specific portions 
for ready reference. His concord- 
ance did for the New Testament 
what a map does for a city. 


Each book represents a city, 


the chapters are streets and num- 
bered verses correspond to the 
numbers on individual houses.' 
Imagine trying to find a particular 
house without such aids. You can 
see why the Geneva translators 
followed the example\of Estienne, 
adding verse numbers to' their 
complete Bible of 1560. 


To show you how greatly the 


English clergy needed all possible 
aids to the study of Scripture, we 
cite the survey of John Hooper, 
bishop of«Gloucester. The very 
year (1551) that Estienne brought 
out his Greek Testament with 
numbered verses the bishop inves- 
Jgated the Biblical knowledge of 
his clergy.

even know where to find the Lord's 
Prayer in the Bible. With a con- 
cordance and numbered verses 
they could have looked up the/ 
word "Father." They would nave 
found a reference to Matthew 6:9 
which would have been the begin- 
ning verse of the Lord's Prayer. 
He had ten men too ignorant to 
be helped by a concordance. They 
did not even know -the Lord's 
Prayer. 


Queen Mary Tudor made mat- 


ters worse in 1553 by forbidding 
the public reading of the Scrip- 
ture, and by burning the pulpit 
Bibles. She had Bishop Hooper 
tried as a heretic .and burned at 
the stake in 1555. The learned 
translators. John Rogers, the 
maker of Matthew's Bible, and 
Archbishop Thomas Cranmer met 
a similar fate. Two hundred eigh- 
ty-one people were burned during 
her reign. 


Some more discreet churchmen 


left England as soon as Mary came 
to the throne. A part of the group 
of exiles formed an English church 
in Geneva with John Knox as their 
pastor, and John Calvin as their 
prophet. This group included Wil- 
liam Whittingham who in 1557 pre- 
pared a revision of the New Tes- 
tament with copious notes, j'or 
the first time Roman type like 
that used ia modern printing was 
substituted for Black letter, a 
type similar to Old English. As wev 
have already indicated, numbered 
verses were also used. 


As soon as this book was off the 


press Whittingham ( and Thomas 
Sampson, Oxford scholars, and 
Anthony

Bible for publication in 1560. This 
was based on the Great Bible 
(1539). which was based on Mat- 
thew's Bible (1537), which was 
based on Coverdale (1535), which 
was based on Tyndale (1525).

Financed, by 
the English congregation at Ge- 
neva, it was issued from the press 
of Rouland Hall. It became a best 
seller and remained so for/ three 
generations.

Coverdale, Matth- 
ews, and the Great Bible were all

acquired "it would appear that the 
government could have recovered 
the entire amount." , 


Knew of Transfer 


Martin said that at the time of 


the settlement in 1941 the FBI was 
of the opinion that an important 
stock transfer was not made until 
four years after Fox had said it 
Jvaa. made. And, Martin said, the 
Internal Revenue Bureau knew of 
the .FBI's findings. 


Martin said the compromise set- 


tlement was accepted by the then 
'attorney general, Francis Biddle, 
on Dec. 5, 1941; and -the money 
was paid to the collector of inter- 
nal revenue in New York on Feb. 
10, 1942. 


Informed of Martin's letter to 


McGranery, Commissioner- of In- 
ternal Revenue John Dunlap re- 
leased a letter to Chairman Wal- 
ter F. George (D-Ga) of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, of which 
Martin is a member. 


Had Advice 


Dunlap's lengthy letter, dated 


June 4, was similar in content to 
Martin's letter. It said that,, before 
the compromise settlement was ac- 
cepted, the revenue bureau had 
"informal" advice that the trust 
for-Mrs. Fox was" not executed 
until 1935. It said that, while legal 
memoranda ana correspondence 
mention an FBI report, no FBI re- 
port on the case apparently was 
ever received by the revenue bu- 
feau. 


Dunlap said the revenue bureau 


settled for $295,000 because if felt 
that was all that could be obtained. 


Martin asked McGranery to de-

They're going back to the little red 
schoolhouse in suburban Scarsdale 
but you'd never know it from look- 
ing at the schoolhouse they plan 
to build. 


The new elementary school will 


have two extra walls to every 
classroom and wings shaped like 
plnwheels. Even the designer isn't 
sure what it will look like. 


In model form, the building 


seems to wander off in" a number 
of different directions, and your 
eye has to jump to keep up with it. 
On a 20-acre site, it will have plen 
ty of room to ramble. 


The architects say it replaces 


"Imposing pile" with "comfortable 
sprawl." 
* * • 


The center part of the $1,114,000 


structure is almost conventional 
a cross between the' modern ranch 
home and factory building. But the 
wings are 
definite eye-teasers. 


They're shaped like X's and con- 
nected with the main building by 
thin, covered corridors. This gives 
them, from above, the pinwheel 
appearance. 


The main building houses the 


"facilities"— such things as the 
boiler room, library and teachers' 
lounge. The odd-shaped wings are 
the classrooms. 


How such a large rambling 


structure could ever be a throw- 
back to the old little red school- 
house is explained by Perkins and 
Will, nationally-known school archi- 
tects who designed it. 


"Really." 'they say. "this isn't 


one big schoolhouse at all; it's a 
group of small ones. Educators say 
a small school has many advan- 
tages. So we're building three 
small schools and a kindergarten, 
placing them in a triangle, putting 
all their common facilities in the 
center and joining everything to- 
gether with corridors." 


Actual designer Al Hoover elab- 


orates. "We wanted to avoid the 
•institutional1 feeling," he says, "or 
the thought that school is merely 
a long row of cells on each side of

a corridor. So we've spread every- 
thing out and separated the class- 
rooms so each age group has its 
own 'school' and play area." 


The classrooms themselves are 


sharp innovations. Each has six 
walls. 


"A lot of people will think that's 


a queer shape," concedes Hoover, 
"but only because they're not used 
to it. A hexagon is actually more 
efficient than a four-walled room 
because it offers more space. Even 
the bees know that; they use it 
to store their honey." 


The rooms have large windows 


on four of their six sides. This 
allows an abundance of natural 
daylight, reducing both eye-strain 
and electric bills. The entire school 
is laid out so a child can step out- 
doors from any part, quickly and 
safely. And pupils, in each room 
can look through any window with- 
out having their view blocked by

Everything is scaled to the height 


of the student. Ceilings have been 
lowered, so have scats and door- 
knobs. There's only one floor so 
none of the 350 pupils will have to 
climb stairs. Ana the auditorium 
is built around a semi-circular 
stage so a young performer will 
never be more than 50 feet from 
the farthest member of his audi- 
ence. 


Other features include a large 


office suite, a manual training 
shop, meeting room and gymnasi- 
um, and a landscaped interior 
court. The court is built right into 
the building next to the auditori- 
um and meeting room. It can be 
used for nature classes, PTA func- 


tions, or a storage space for pets 
during school hours. 


Despite its unusual patterns, 


school has won eager approval 
from Scarsdale residents. Perkins 
and Will attribute this to,the lead- 
ership of a progressive Board of 
Education and School Superinten- 
dent Archibald B. Shaw, who didn't 
feel tied to tradition. 


The architects feel the school, 


which will % be completed in Sep- 
tember, 1953. will be a widely-cop- 
ied model. They see it as especial- 
ly well suited for communities wit£ 
leap-frogging population problems. 


"You could start off," says part-, 


ner Lawrence B. Perkins, "by 
building one wing, then add the 
others as you need them—a sort of 
school building scheme oh the in- 
stallment plan."

Proper trussing gives a compact 


shape, uniform cooking and brown- 
ing and aids carving. To truss, 
bend wing tips toward breast and 
then back, "hooking" them under 
the shoulder joints with tips over 
the neck skin—"akimbo" style.

Some retailers draw the bird in 


a way as to leave a bridge of skin 
across the abdominal opening. .In 
this case, omit skewers and cord. 
Push drumsticks through top open- 
ing, then under this bridge of skin 
with the -drumstick protruding 
slightly through the bottom' open- 
ing. 


Grease turkey on all aides with 


softened or melted fat. Over the 
bird place a piece of cheesecloth 
well-moistened, but not dripping, 
with melted cooking fat. The 
cheesecloth should be large enough 
to drape down the sides. This fat- 
moistened cloth keeps the bird 
greased and does away with the 
necessity for basting. 


Reacting the turkey— Roast in 


shallow open pan with rack — no 
cover and no water. Basting is 
Unnecessary. 


The oven temperature — "Low 


and slow" is thfjrule. Low tem- 
perature means less shrinkage and 
loss of juices, better flavor and 
appearance.^ At a constant low 
temperature of 325 degrees F. the 
turkey needs little or no attention. 
If the cheesecloth dries, spoon fat 
over it from bottom of roasting 
pan or remove and remoisten with 
melted fat. 


Remove the cloth toward the end 


of the roasting time, should more 
browning be desired. If the cloth 
becomes over-brown or the drip-

turkey is done it is a1 sure sign 
that the oven temperature is high. 


Start the bird about a half hour 


ahead of schedule. It may take a 
little longer than given in the 
timetable.
